THE BATTLE tov a free press in the 
U nited S tates h as been m arked by m any 
clashes betw een public officials - w orking 
as a rule th ro u g h th e courts-—and the press. 
In these b atties m any an editor has gone 
to Jail in su p p o rt of his principles. 
M any a judge has assum ed to decree 
th a t th e word of a court is beyond question 
or even 
u nfriendly 
discussion, 
and 
has 
asserted his view by consigning a critical 
ed ito r to jail for contem pt. 
The battle is 
unending. 
It is going on today. 
The m ost recen t o u tb u rst occurred in 
A labam a, w here a judge resented criticism 
of one of his decisions by the Mobile Press 
and Register 
rh e judge sum m oned the 
publisher, R alph B. C handler, found him 
guilty, fined him $100 and sentenced him 
to jail for six hours. 
T he publisher a p ­ 
pealed and won his liberty. 
T he appeal Judge sta te d the clear and 
long-established rule in such cases, 
He 
held th a t "before a m an can be adjudged 
guilty of co n tem p t for criticising a judge 
or court his criticism m ust relate to a cause 
t>r m a tte r still pending and undecided.'’ 
The press an d the higher courts agree 
th a t public criticism of a cause w’hich is 
still pending is prejudlcal to the best in te r­ 
est of justice. 
T he risk of influencing a 
co u rt or a ju ry is great. 
The cause should 
be tried in co u rt and only the evidence and 
the arg u m en ts adm itted upon proper au s­ 
pices should be considered. 
B ut to extend this principle to the 
com pleted action of the court is to endow 
th e courts w ith im m unity from criticism 
w hich would prom ote judicial ty ran n y In 
unw orthy h an d s and set up an antagonism 
lr 'h e people’s m inds.

Ka<-Us Are Analysed 


Let u s sift the argument for facts, 
and analyze the residue Fact num­ 
ber I it that term “international 
police force’’ is obviously a mis­ 
nomer What everyone means is not 
International policemen sauntering 
around the world with night sticks, 
but an international army and navy 
ready to do battle. The difference 
between a policeman and an inter­ 
national dive bomber measure* the 
extent in which the discussion has 
been deceptively entitled. 
When you call the argument by 
it* right name, you also can measure 
accurately the extent to which nome 
sort of super world organization 
would control the armed might of 
the world and thus completely des­ 
troy all the national sovereignties of 
all nations. 
Offhand, I would say that even if 
we wanted this, Russia would never 
accept It, and I doubt if Britain 
would. The idea of an international 
police force to run Russian must 
make Stalin laugh. 
Incontrovertible fact No. 2 is that 
Hatch and others who believe in 
such a force, actually think they 
are continuing the alliance w'hich is 
winning this war. The war I* being 
won In an entirely different way. 
We have our army and navy, the 
British have theirs, Russia theirs. 


Hu vs ian Strength Unknown 


We and Hie British have worked 
pretty dose, but we do not even yet 
know the simplest fact* of the Rus­ 
sian army strength or plans The 
sovereignty of each ally ha* been 
preserved so far In the winning, of 
this war. Of co-operation, there has 
been plenty, but each nation has 
carefully retained its own integrity, 
If Senator Hatch and the others 
really want to continue the war 
status quo into the postwar world, 
there will be no international army 
and no super state. 'Stalin has not 
even been In conference with us yet.) 
We are winning this war, from 
the American standpoint, because 
we were able to put a superior army 
and superior equipment into the 
field on time. We nearly were too 
late. 


Preparedness Bes! 


If Senator Hatch and the others 
in that school want to carry th* 
victory over into the peace, they will 
primarily Insist that we maintain 
our superior army, air force and 
nsvv, and keep our production lines 
ready and open, so we will never be 


caught flatfooted in a n c her Pearl 
Harbor,

tween nations. Well, we tad rela­ 
tively the existing allied armed sit­ 
uation or better, at the time Man- 
chukuo was invaded by the Jap#, 
China outrageously attacked, and 
E'hiopia conquered—and w*e never 
did anything about It. 
We did nothing because of dif­ 
ferences of interests among the anti­ 
aggressor forces. Our people did not 
want to do anything about these 
thing*. 


Haine Differences "een 


Any attem pt to have this country 
go to war to protect these remote 
peoples was considered preposterous 
at the time If there had been an 
international army, the same differ­ 
ences would have prevailed and pre­ 
vented action 
Hatch's own Senate cannot Ret 
together within itself for specific 
international peace action, now or 
with the House, or either of them 
with til* president. 
If you cannot get the Democrats 
and Republicans, or even the Demo­ 
crats within themselves, to agree 
on a course of peace action, how’ Is 
the world super state, representing 
far greater differences and competi­ 
tive interests existing between n a­ 
tion like Russia and the democra­ 
cies, ever going to agree on war 
action? 
The idea, therefore, is likely to 
evaporate for lack of substance.
